New Method of Seeding 


Inventor Claims “Sub feeder Drill” 
Will Broadcast Grain 


A new method of seeding grain un~ 
der the grdund has been invented by 
J. A. Mitchell, Lawson, Sask., accord- 
ing to information received by the 
Department of Agriculture. Mr. Mit- 
chell calls his invention a “sub feeder 
drill.” The shoes eon the ordinary 
grain drill are removed and half the 
number of subs are put in their place. 
Half the holes in the drill are blocked 
and the drill regulated to seed double 
the amount. . 

Mr. Mitchell claims tobe able to 
spread the’ seed over a grain space of 
70 inches out of a possible 114 inches | 
by his drill, as compared with the or- 
dinary method which scatters the seed 
over 20 inches out of 114 on a 20-inch 
shoe drill. He has used this metliod 
on’75 acres of his summerfallow.

A Wild Bill Story 


How J. B. Hickok Gained His Reputa- 
P tion as a Fighter

James Butler Hickok, a noted plains 
scout, peace officer and revolver shot, 
got his nickname “Wild Bill” in De- 
cember, 1860, at’ the stage station of 
Rock Creek, near Topeka, which he 
defended against the McCandlas gang | 
of outlaws. The 10-men battered in| 
the door of Hickok’s dug-out with a| 
log, and together rushed him where

Yager, two revolvers and two bowie 
knives. He killed four as they cross- | 
ed the threshold, killed two more in| 
the hand-to-hand grapple, and 
wounded two; killed one of these out-
